Reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the prior art disclosed or suggested to show the particular structure 
and/or the particular operation recited in these claims namely: "a connection point 
between the first capacitor and the input wiring is closer to a connection point between 
the input terminal section and the input wiring than a connection point between the 
processing circuit section and the input wiring" and "a portion of the input wiring 
extending from the connection point with the first capacitor to the connection point with 
the input terminal section is formed by only a conductive pattern" as recited in claims 1 
and 5; "a portion of the input wiring extending from a connection point with the first 
capacitor to a connection point with the resistor includes three or more conductive 
patterns which are respectively placed on both faces of the printed wiring board and two 
or more through holes or via holes which connect the conductive patterns placed on 
both of the faces of the printed wiring board" as recited in claims 2 and 6; "a portion of 
the input wiring extending from a connection point with the first capacitor to a 
connection point with the resistor is parallel to and in a vicinity of the grounding wiring" 
as recited in claims 3 and 7; "a connection point between the second capacitor and the 
input wiring is closer to a connection point between the transistor and the input wiring 
than the connection point between the first capacitor and the input wiring" and "a portion 
of the input wiring extending from the connection point with the first capacitor to the 
connection point with the second capacitor includes two or more conductive patterns 
which are respectively placed on both faces of the printed wiring board and one or more 
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through holes or via holes which connect the conductive patterns placed on both of the 
faces of the printed wiring board" as recited in claims 4 and 8. 

The prior art references submitted by the applicant on IDS forms received on 
01/02/04 & 12/09/03 were reviewed and considered. However, these references lack 
the above limitations. Therefore, the claims are patentably distinct over all these prior 
art references of record.
